1. Petitioner seeks a writ of mandate requiring Respondent to immediately make available 
code-compliant public records requested pursuant to the California Public Records Act 
(“CPRA”), Government Code $ 6250, et seq. Petitioner also respectfully requests this Court 
grant relief in the form of costs of suit, attorney's fees, and other appropriate and just relief 


resulting from Respondent's unlawful conduct. 


PARTIES 


2. Petitioner, Los Angeles Sunshine Coalition (“LASC” or “Petitioner”), is an 
unincorporated association that uses public records requests to collect and publish information 
about government activity in the Los Angeles area. LASC advocates for transparency in 
government records and public meetings. For example, LASC recently testified before the Senate 
Committee on Governance and Finance regarding potential changes in California open 


government law. LASC is a member of the public within the meaning of $8 6252(b)-(c). 
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3. Respondent ће City of Los Angeles (“Respondent”) is a local public agency within the 
meaning of Gov. Code §§ 6252(a), (d). 


JURISDICTION AND VENUE 


4. This court has jurisdiction over this petition pursuant to Gov. Code §§ 6258 & 6259, 
Code Civ. Proc. § 1085, and Article VI, Section 10 of the California Constitution. 

5. Venue is proper in this Court. The records in question, or some portion of them, are 
situated in the County of Los Angeles, Gov. Code § 6259; the acts or omissions complained of 
occurred in the County of Los Angeles, Code Civ. Proc. § 393; and Respondent is located in the 
County of Los Angeles, Code Civ. Proc. § 395. 


ALLEGATIONS 


6. This dispute arises from the failure of the City of Los Angeles to respond to a request for 
public records. In January and February of 2021, Petitioner submitted four requests for records to 
the office of the Los Angeles City Councilmember, District Four (*CD4"). These four requests 


are the subject of the instant action: 


Request No. 1: January 3, 2021 


7. Petitioner’s request for public records: On January 3, 2021, the Petitioner requested 
electronic mail (“e-mail”) communications dated up to January 3, 2021, exchanged between CD4 
and certain other city employees (“Request No. 1”). The request specifically asked for 
communications in original electronic mail (“EML” or “.eml”) or mailbox (“MBOX” or 
* mbox”) format. A true and correct copy of the request is attached as Exhibit 1.1. 

8. Respondent's response: On January 25, 2021, the Respondent replied with an 
acknowledgement of Petitioner’s request. Between January 25, 2021, and January 26, 2021, the 
Government Affairs Liaison of CD4 ensured Petitioner that a response to the request was 
forthcoming. On February 8, 2021, Respondent provided Petitioner with presumably responsive 


documents in portable document format (“PDF”). That same day, Respondent replied to CD4 via 
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e-mail to alert them that the documents must be provided in EML or MBOX format, as 
requested. Respondent did not reply to this e-mail. On February 11, 2021, Petitioner once again 
contacted CD4 about the file format of their document production. That same day, the 
Respondent replied, “We are working on correcting the format of the documents,” and stated 
Respondent would provide a timeline for production by February 15, 2021. Petitioner e-mailed 
the Respondent again on February 23, 2021, March 12, 2021, and March 14, 2021, inquiring 
about the status of the document production. To date, Respondent has not replied to said e-mails, 
nor provided code-compliant file formats in response to Petitioner’s request. A true and correct 
copy of all communications described in this paragraph are attached as Exhibit 1.2. 

9. Respondent’s violation: Government Code § 6253.9(a) explicitly provides, “any agency 
that has information that constitutes an identifiable public record not exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to this chapter that is in an electronic format shall make that information available in an 
electronic format when requested by any person...” Respondent failed to provide code- 
compliant responses to Petitioner”s request by failing to provide responsive documents in EML 


or MBOX formats. 


Requests Nos. 2 and 3: February 8, 2021 


10. Petitioner’s request for public records: On February 8, 2021, Petitioner first made a 
request to CD4 for e-mail communication dated between January 3, 2021 and February 8, 2021, 
exchanged between CD4 and certain other city employees (“Request No. 2”). A true and correct 
copy of this request is attached hereto as Exhibit 2.1. Also on February 8, 2021, Petitioner made 
another request to CD4 for e-mail communications that meet certain search criteria (“Request 
No. 3”). A true and correct copy of this request is attached hereto as Exhibit 3.1. 

11. Respondent’s response: On February 23, 2021 Petitioner e-mailed CD4 to inquire as to 
their responses to Requests Nos. 2 and 3. That same day, CD4 replied, directing the Petitioner to 
contact a different individual within CD4s office for a status update. Petitioner promptly 
contacted that different individual. Respondent never replied. On March 12, 2021 and March 14, 


2021, Petitioner again contacted CD4 for status updates on Requests Nos. 2 and 3. To date, 
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Respondent has not responded to Requests Nos. 2 and 3. A true and correct copy of 
communications described in this paragraph re Request No. 2 are attached hereto as Exhibit 2.2. 
A true and correct copy of communications described in this paragraph re Request No. 3 are 
attached hereto as Exhibit 3.2. 

12. Respondent’s violation: When a member of the public submits a record request to an 
agency, statute provides that the agency must, within ten days, (1) determine whether the request 
seeks copies of disclosable public records in the possession of the agency, and (2) promptly 
notify the requestor of that determination and the reasons therefor. § 6253(c). In statutorily 
delineated “unusual circumstances,” and “only to the extent reasonably necessary to the proper 
processing of the particular request,” this time period may be extended a maximum of 14 days. 
Gov. Code § 6253(c)-(d). The agency’s actual production of documents must also be swift: the 
law requires that agencies make non-exempt public records available to requestors “promptly.” 
Gov. Code $ 6253(b). It is unlawful for an agency “to delay or obstruct the inspection or copying 
of public records.” Gov. Code § 6253(d). Further, should an agency seek to withhold responsive 
records on the basis of a statutory exemption, “the agency . . . must disclose that fact.” Haynie v. 
Superior Court (2001) 26 Cal. 4th 1061, 1072 (citing Gov. Code § 6255). There has been no 
such disclosure, thus whether exemptions apply to production is thus not at issue in the instant 


petition. Respondent has failed to respond at all to Petitioner’s Requests Nos. 2 and 3. 


Request No. 4: February 23, 2021 


13. Petitioner’s request for public records: On February 23, 2021, Petitioner requested that 
CD4 produce documents related to a Twitter post made by Councilmember of District Four, 
Nithya Raman, and other records including the Councilmember’s calendar entries (“Request No. 
4”). A true and correct copy of this request is attached hereto as Exhibit 4.1. 

14. Respondent’s response: On February 23, 2021, Respondent acknowledged receipt of 
Petitioner’s request via e-mail, but did not provide a response to the request. On March 12, 2021, 
Petitioner requested a status update on the Respondent’s request. On March 14, 2021, 


Respondent replied to Petitioner via e-mail, stating, “We will have materials to you by [end of 
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day] Monday March 22nd.” To date, Petitioner is not in receipt of any further reply or document 
production in response to this request. A true and correct copy of the communications described 
in this paragraph are attached hereto as Exhibit 4.2. 

15. Respondent’s violation: When a member of the public submits a record request to an 
agency, statute provides that the agency must, within ten days, (1) determine whether the request 
seeks copies of disclosable public records in the possession of the agency, and (2) promptly 
notify the requestor of that determination and the reasons therefor. $ 6253(c). In statutorily 
delineated “unusual circumstances,” and “only to the extent reasonably necessary to the proper 
processing of the particular request,” this time period may be extended a maximum of 14 days. 
Gov. Code $ 6253(c)-(d). The agency’s actual production of documents must also be swift: the 
law requires that agencies make non-exempt public records available to requestors “promptly.” 
Gov. Code $ 6253(b). It is unlawful for an agency “to delay or obstruct the inspection or copying 
of public records.”

PETITION FOR WRIT OF MANDATE AND RELIEF PURSUANT TO THE 
CALIFORNIA PUBLIC RECORDS ACT, GOV. CODE $$ 6250, et seq. 

16. Petitioner incorporates herein by reference the allegations of paragraphs 1 through 16 
above, as if set forth in full. 

17. Petitioner is entitled to seek a writ of mandate and declaratory relief in response to 
violation of the CPRA. Gov. Code § 6258. Petitioner has no plain, speedy, adequate remedy in 
the ordinary course of law, other than the relief sought in this petition. Code Civ. Proc. § 
1086.31. 

18. Respondent has a clear, present, ministerial duty to comply with Gov. Code §§ 6250, et 
seq. Respondent has repeatedly acted and continues to act in violation of the CPRA by denying 


access to public records and information through its failure to timely respond to requests, its 
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failure to produce documents within a reasonable time, and its failure to produce code-compliant 
documents in requested electronic formats. Gov. Code §§ 6253(b)-(d), 6253.9(a) 

19. Petitioner has performed all conditions precedent to filing this petition. There are no 
administrative exhaustion requirements under Gov. Code §§ 6250, et seq. 

20. An actual controversy exists between the parties concerning whether Respondent has 
engaged in conduct that violates the statutory requirements of the CPRA. A judicial 


determination to resolve this actual controversy is necessary and appropriate at this time. 
REQUEST FOR RELIEF 


21. WHEREFORE, Petitioner respectfully requests judgement as follows: 

22. That the Court issue a peremptory writ of mandate directing Respondent to make all 
requested documents available for inspection and provide a quote for direct costs of duplication 
of the records within 10 days of the Court’s order; 

23. That the Court enter an order awarding Petitioner its costs of suit and reasonable 
attorney’s fees and costs incurred in bringing this litigation; 


24. For such other relief as this Court deems just and proper.
